New Hampshire’s total nonin-
stitutional population was part

of the civilian labor force in 2000. This
was ranked fourth highest in the nation
for 2000. New Hampshire’s male partic-
ipation rate (79.8) ranked third national-
ly and women (66.7) ranked in seventh
place. New Hampshire men haven’t
ranked that high since 1991 and women
since 1994. The civilian labor force in
New Hampshire contained a slightly
higher percentage of men (52.7) than
women (47.2). Eighty-two percent of
men in the labor force were between the
ages of 25 and 64 years old, compared
to 80.7 percent of women. Trends of age
distribution in the labor force were

similar between men and women. The
highest share of both sexes was in the 35
to 44 year old age group. Not only are
these prime working years, but this age
bracket made up nearly one-third of the
state’s population in 2000.
